The special technical feature of the Group I claims is a pharmaceutical composition comprising a diffusion enhancing compound. The 
special technical feature of the Group il-XI claims is the use of a preparation comprising a diffusion enhancing compound to treat a 
variety of individual diseases or conditions. 

The only common technical element shared by the above groups is that they are related to the use of a diffusion enhancer in a 
pharmaceutical preparation. This common technical element does not represent an improvement over the prior art of the article entitled 
"Synergistic Effects of Chemical Enhancers and Therapeutic Ultrasound on Transdermal Drug Delivery" by Johnson et at. (see abstract). 
Therefore, the inventions of Groups i-XI lack unity of invention under PCT Rule 13 because they do not share a same or corresponding 
special technical feature. 
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
